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Rig ht to strike: 


Better weather service to stockmen promised 


Farmers and ranchers 
throughout the nation will 
have access to more and 
better weather information 
on which to make man¬ 
agement decisions once a 
national agricultural weath¬ 
er network is instigated. 

Dr. Karl Johannessen, 
associate director for me¬ 
teorology and oceanography 
with the National Weather 
Service (NWS), Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., told a meeting of 
agricultural meteorologists 
at Texas A&M University 
that the NWS has made a 
pact with the Extension 
Service, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, to put into 
action a system for more ef¬ 
fectively gathering and dis¬ 
seminating weather infor¬ 
mation to benefit farmers 
and ranchers. 

The meteorologists were 
attending a two-week sym¬ 
posium to learn more about 
agricultural production and 
the effects of weather. 

“The Extension Service 
will provide the personnel to 
take weather information 
directly to farmers and ran¬ 
chers. This will assure that 
the information gets to the 
grassroots level. Plans call 
for one meteorologist to be 
added to each state Exten¬ 
sion staff to work closely 
with NWS personnel in 
mnking the best possible 
use of agricultural weat her 
information. 

"These state Extension 
persunnel will be our 
‘apostles' in the field and 
will piny a key role in our 
total agricultural weather 
network,” emphasized Jo¬ 
hannessen. "They will be 
especially valuable in pro¬ 
viding two-way communica¬ 
tions between our service 
and the producers them¬ 
selves." 

Johannessen noted that 
11 we have a long way to go in 
forming a complete national 
agricultural weather net¬ 
work, but our chances of 
establishing such a network 
are improving as weather 
problems continue to plague 
our producers. 11 

He said that plans are 
under way to establish 
seven additional Environ¬ 
mental Studies Service Cen¬ 
ters such as the one at Texas 
A&M. This would require 
‘4-5 milium and a staff of 
about 60 new people. There 
are currently four such 
centers in operation. 

“We also plan to es¬ 
tablish some 330 weather 
radio stations (special lim¬ 
ited range FM stations with 
continuous weather infor¬ 
mation) across the nation 
that will broadcast both 
regular weather information 
as well as special agri¬ 
cultural weather advisor¬ 
ies." pointed out Jo- 
hannessen. "Our total 
weather radio network 
should be in full operation in 
three or four years." 

The NWS official also 
noted that 28 new staff 
members will be added 
nationally to give more em-

phasis to agricultural wea¬ 
ther information. These will 
bo added at various weather 
forecasting offices. 

Another speaker, Harold 
Scott, leader for the NWS 
agricultural meteorology 
program, Washington, 
D.C., also added emphasis 
to the proposed program in¬ 
volving the cooperative 


effort belweeii the NWS and 
the Extension Service. 

' ‘This plan will allow us to 
go in tandem with the 
Extension Service which 
has personnel in each 
county of each state. The 
state Extension meteor¬ 
ologist would work closely 
with each county Extension 
agent as well as with as 


many farmers mid nuirluTs 
ns possible to establish 
working relationships. This 
is the real key to Mil ef¬ 
fective dissemination of 
weather information us well 
ns to obtnining feedback 
from the grassroots level on 
specific weather informa¬ 
tion needs," said Scott.

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Gov't to aid in direct marketing projects 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture will give finan¬ 
cial aid to states that come 
up with innovative ap¬ 
proaches for encouraging 
the marketing of agricul¬ 
tural products direct from 
farmers to consumers. 

l/SDA has invited state 
cooperative Extension ser¬ 
vices and state departments 
of agriculture to submit pro¬ 
posed projects by Aug. 22 
for possible funding under 
the Farmer-to-Consumer 
Direct Marketing Act of 
1976. 

James Toomey, au offi¬ 
cial with USDA's Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Service, 
said proposed projects most 
likely to be selected are 
those which are innovative 
and which will likely result 
in measurable increases in 
direct fnrmer-to-coiisumer 
sales. 

Projects encompassing 
two or more states will be 
considered as well as those 
involving individual states, 
according to Sharon Hoob- 
ler, of USDA’s Extension 
Service. Projects will be ap-

proved for up to two 
years—fiscal 1977 and 
1978—subject to whether 
funds are appropriated for 
the 1978 fiscal year. 

Hoobler said $600,000 is 
currently available for fiscal 
1977 to fund state projects. 

He said some states have 
been actively encouraging 


direct marketing of farm 
products through such 
means as roadside sLands, 
farmers' markets in inner- 
city and suburban areas, 
pick-your-own operations, 
and—in California— a 
statewide toll-free tele¬ 
phone system notifying con¬ 
sumers about farmers who 


have excess produce lo sell. 

TIu* new hired Market¬ 
ing Act. Toomey said, will 
enable states In improve 
such programs mul develop 
new approaches and there¬ 
by help farmers increase 
their returns and consumer* 
reduce their costs or gel im¬ 
proved quality products. 


The search for a suitable 
location for the new Central 
Livestock Research Station 
has begun, according to Dr. 
K.AJ Gilles, vice president 
for Agriculture at North 
Dakota State University and 
chairman of the site 
selection committee. 

People interested in 
selling land suitable for the 
new livestock research 
station are urged to contact 
Clayton Huugse, chairman 
of the Animal Science 
Department at NDSU, for a 
questionnaire and informa¬ 
tion packet. The completed 
questionnaire and support¬ 
ing information should be 
mailed to Haugse by Sept. 
2. “The response is needed 
by that date to permit the 
committee to review and 
select potential sites prior to 
fall freeze up,” urges 
Gilles. 

The initial search for a 
site of approximately 4000 
acres is centered in 
Stutsman, Kidder and 
Logan counties. Interest 
centers on land considered 
typical of the region with a 
carrying capacity for about 
300 animal units. ' The 
committee recommends 
that the soils and topo¬ 
graphy of the site be repre¬ 
sentative of the area with 
sufficient water available. 
The site should have about 
60% of its acreage in native 
range with the remainder 
distributed between crop¬ 
land and land suitable for 
tame hay production. The 
site should be accessible to 
the public and ' have 
necessary community ser¬ 
vices available for research 
personnel.

America's agricultural 
luhur picture has been 
changing dramatically dur¬ 
ing the 1970s. The in¬ 
creasingly older average 
nges for farmers has 
reversed itself; safety ex¬ 
perts at the Occupational 
Safety and Health Admin¬ 
istration are telling stock¬ 
men how lobe careful; and, 
worker's insurance and 
compensation programs are 
facing larger western ran¬ 
ches and feed lots. 


In Fresno, Calif., last 
week Labor Secretary Roy 
Marshall told memhers of 
the United Farm Workers 
that he wants to bring 
agricultural labor under the 
coverage of tha National 
Labor Relations Act. This is 
the act which gives union 
members the right to strike 
and bargain collectively. 
Farm workers are excluded 
from this 1935 law. 

Marshall’s statement 
echoes the sentiments of 
President Carter, himself 
once a farmer, and signals 


the latest development in 
the ag labor picture. Many 
of the regulations written by 
government agencies dur¬ 
ing the 1970s seek to protect 
the abused "lower-class" 
farm workers who do much 
of the work in large op¬ 
erations. Scattered instan¬ 
ces of abuse surface, but no 
one is sure of the relative 
importance of it in the over¬ 
all picture. 

However, the changes in 
regulations that abuse has 
brought on will be affecting 
all of agriculture. OSH A 


rules, Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency regulations 
and others are becoming 
more a pnrt of everyday 
business all the time. 
Feed lots in California’s Im¬ 
perial Valley and in the 
Midwest have already been 
approached about unioniza¬ 
tion. Large fnrining opera¬ 


tions in almost every 
western state have been 
approached by organized 
labor. 

If farmer workers are 
brought under the Labor 
Relations Act, they will 
have the snme collective 
bargaining rights of other

758 million bushels up 36%, 
and barley at 406 million 
bushels, up 8%. The soy¬ 
bean crop is forecast at a 
record 1.6 billion bushels. 

USDA said carryover 
stocks from the 1976-77 
marketing year will increase 
to about 30million tons, the 
largest since 1971-72. USDA 
said the . 1977-78 supply 
should be about 224 million 
tons, 6% more than ip 
1976-77-

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Banks maintained their 
nntionul leadership among 

major lending inst itutions in 
providing nonrea! estate 
agricultural credit in 1976, 
according to figures re¬ 
leased by the American 
Bankers Assn. (ABA). 

Results of the ABA Agri¬ 
cultural Bankers Division’s 
annual farm credit sLudy 
indicate that hnnks provided 
$23.3 billion in nonreol 
estate lonns—15% more 
thnn last year nnd repre¬ 
senting more than half of 
the $44.7 billion loaned by 
nil major lenders. 

By comparison, Produc¬ 
tion Credit Assns., the next 
lending nonreol estate farm 
lender, provided $12.2 
billion, while the Farmers 
Home Administration lent 
$1.9 billion in nonreol estate 
farm lonns, according to the 
ABA report. 

Total farm real estate 
debt us of Jun. 1. 1977 was 
$56.1 billion, a 10% 
increase over lost year s 
dolit. Of that amount, banks 
loaned $6.8 billlon-an 8% 
increase over the previous 
year. 

By comparison, Federal 
Land Bnnks provided $18.6 
billion; life insurance com¬ 
panies $7.3 billion, and 


Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion $3.7 billion. 

The total national furm 
debt fur all inujor lenders 
reached $101 billion, a 12% 
increjise over lust year and n 
77% increase over the last 
five years. 

Banks in Iowa led the way 
in agricultural lending, pro¬ 
viding $2.4 billion in non- 
real estate nnd $284 million 
in real eslnle louna—in 
total, representing u 19% 
increase ever Lire previous 
year.

Texas farmers and ran¬ 
chers con look forward to 
some improvement in the 
rainfall situation during the 
next 30 days, if the Notional 
Weather Service is right in 
its predictions. 

Most of the state should 
get some reprieve from tho 
extended dry weather, say 
NWS officials. They are 
calling for above average 
rainfall in all regions 
through the middle of 
September. At the same 
time, temperatures should 
remain normal, which 
means a continuation of 
generally warm weather. Of 
course, some relief from the 
summer heat wave that has 
plagued much of the state 
should begin to show up by 
the first of September as 
cold fronts start winding 
their way down from the 
northern part of the nation. 

Tho possibility of in¬ 
creased precipitation dur¬ 


ing the next 30 days should 
brighten the ranching pic¬ 
ture considerably, accor¬ 
ding to the Texas Agri¬ 
cultural Extension Service. 
Most pastures and ranges 
are brown and the grass is 
dry and of poor quality. 
Supplemental feeding has 
begun in many counties due 
to the lack of grazing. Also, 
stock water is short over 
much of the state, and some 
ranchers have resorted to 
hauling water for their live¬ 
stock. 

Rain in the next few 
weeks would also boost hay 
production which has been

Grant was particularly

616 acres. 

“A farm of ICO acres may 
huve been an efficient unit 
in the days when fanners 
walked behind horse-drawn 
plows," Grant commented, 
"but times have changed 
greatly in the past 75 years. 
To return to the outmoded 
concept of the 160-acre farm 
would limit the productive¬ 
ly and incomes of fnrm 
lnmifk-s at- the same time 
that it would cause higher

“Furthermore, the nd- 
ministrntion’s proposal 
would result in sharply 
higher labor and other fnrm 
production costs, and the 
public would be paying 


much higher prices for 
smaller quantities of food." 

Finney said that ANCA 
would be filing objections to 
the proposed regulations, 
and would he looking nt 
possible changes in the 
legislation involved. 

“This latest action by 
Super Brother’ in Washing¬ 
ton." Finney said, "ap¬ 
pears to be another move- 
instituted by unrealistic en¬ 
vironmentalists and social 
reformers—to use or pass 
Irws dealing with the en¬ 
vironment as o means of re¬ 
structuring American agri¬ 
culture and society along 
the lines they want, re¬ 
gardless of the effect on 
farmers or the public at 
large. 

“Tho land restriction 
proposal appears to be 


coming from thu same 
people who oppose modern 
technology and equipment, 
who would redistribute 
American’s farm land, and 
would require millions of 
persons to leave their jobs 
and homes in the city and go 
back to non-mechanized, 
hand-labor farming on 
small subsistence units. 
They wouldn't go back to 
horsedrawn streetcars in 
Washington, D.C., but 
they're asking us to return 
toturn-of-the-century form¬ 
ing methods." 

Finney said that by far 
most farming continues in 
the hands of family oper¬ 
ators, although the units 
now are considerably larger 
and more efficient than in 
former years. Asaresult, he 
said, carrying the 1902 law 
and the proposed regula¬ 
tions to the ultimate could 
hurt, not help, many of 
today's farmers and ranch¬ 
ers, and force the public to 
pay much more for food in 
the process.
